There is good news today for
taxpayers.

The proposed Torrance Unified
School Distri tax rate may
drop approximately 20 cents per
hundred dollars’ of evaluation.
Thus, the owner of a home val-
ued at $10,000 would find his
tax bill about $20 lower than
last year.

Tuesday night, the Board of
Education approvnd. a budget
for 1951:52 of $1,651,740, which
is an increase of $354,020 over
last year. Although the  antici-
pated expenditures for the com-
ing year ave. more than last
year, the cost to the taxpayer
is axpected to. drop because of
bo'ng ‘indebtedness which has
been cut- down during the year,
and to an expected increase of
approximately 10 per cent in the
city's assessed valuation.

In the budget, the item taking
the biggest jump over last yeat
was. the cost of instruction, Ac-

cording to Emmett - Ingrum,

Cost of
teacher salaries went up $227,385
